Judea Rebels 
A 
PIOUS old priest named Mat* 
ratkiss began the rebellion by 
rooming his sword through 
•no of the Syrian officers. 
Cieeing into the wilderness with 
its fit*» sons, he there gathered 
»round him e hand of desj>ernte 
««alots. 
Then up and down tie 
•ountryslde he went with them, 
tipping over the hated Hltars set 
up by the foreigners, and putting 
to deatn toe renegade Jens who 
had sacrificed ou them. 
It was 
magnificent, but tt seemed Insane. 
The tattered rebels were untrained, 
unequipped, unsupported — a tluy 
band of priests and peons fighting 
with little more than their bare 
fists. 
The great hosts of Syria, 
armed, disciplined, and led 1>> the 
greatest generals of the day, out 
numbered them 
ten 
to one. 
It 
seemed sheer suicide! 
But it was not 
Old Mattathla* 
died soon after the beginning of the 
rebellion, but he was succeeded by 
oie of his sons, Judas, w ho proved 
altogether a genius In warfare. His 
first victory over the Syrians was 
won in the bills through which ran 
the road from Samaria to Jerusa­ 
lem. 
Judas surprised the Syrians 
there and drove them helter-skel­ 
ter down Into tin* \alloy. 
Then, 
arming himself and his men with 
the weapons of the slain, Judas 
prepared for the next encounter. 
It occurred in the steep paSs lead­ 
ing through the Iieth-Horons to Je­ 
rusalem. Another general had been 
•Hit with a new tro y from Syria, 
and Judas, with the courage of des­ 
peration, did not wait to be at­ 
tacked. 
Learning that the enemy 
was marching toward Jerusalem, 
Judas stationed his men where the 
road was steepwt and narrowest, 
and then proceeded to decimate the 
Syrians.

God. 
And then they went on with the 
struggle. 
Judas had not alone Hie 
Syrians to contend with, but also 
the Idumeans amd Ammonites and 
Other bonier races. But he was not 
unequal to the task, and In a se­ 
ries of campaigns be beat off these 
enemies, 
and 
rescued 
the 
Tews 
whom they had been oppressing In 
southern and eastern Palestine. 
Then the war with Syria com­ 
menced again. 
Antiochus Epipha- 
ues was dead now, but bis ¡siuve<*- 
• r would not give up the attempt to 
•rush the Jewish revolt. 
lie sent 
army after army 
Into Palestine, 
•nd succeeded In killing off Judas 
•nd three of his four brothers. But 
nevertheless he could not stamp out 
the revolt. After repeated reverses 
and the loss of thousands of lives,' 
the Syrian king gave up the at­ 
tempt as hopeless, and withdrew 
from Palestine forever, in the year 
148 B. C., the Syrians were driven 
utterly from the land, and Jude.a 
• t last became free. 


John H yrcanus Goes T oo Far 
BUT the triumph of the Jews had 
been too complete. 
The war 
which they had waged at first only 
for religious freedom ended In also 
winning for them political tn ier-en 
dence. And that added gain proved 
tbelr undoing. 
Simon, the last of the five sons 
of Mattathlas, w*us sin-eroded on 
the throne by his aon. the High 
Priest, John Hyrcatm«; ajvd with 
hhn the tragedy began. Drunk with* 
his new-found powser, this man un­ 
dertook 
cruel 
arid 
costly 
wars 
against his neighbor». 
In pursu­ 
ance of his dreaip of carving out 
a great empire for himself, he in­ 
vaded Samaria ou the north and 
Idumea on the south. 
Not content merely with making 
thoae land» subject to hla rule, he 
even compelled, their Inhabitants to 
accept his religion. 
But~*oon a group of protestants 
began to make themselves heard 


I In the land of Judea. 
They were 
called the Pharisees, the "Inter­ 
preters," 
probably 
because 
they 
were pious men who spent much 
of tbelr time studying and Inter­ 
preting the Holy Scriptures. Phar­ 
isees may not mean ‘‘Separatists,’* 
as '.ho scholars long thought. 
Those who belonged to the party 
In power In the land were called 
the S.% Iducees, because they all sid­ 
ed with the supposed descendants 
of the ancient High Priest. Zadok. 
John Hyrcanus died Just when 
the conflict between the Pharisees 
and the SnddoOees was reaching a 
crisis. 
He was succeeded by his 
son, Arlstobulus, who continued the 
wars of conquest and added Gali­ 
lee to the kingdom. 
After vristo- 
bulus. his brother, Alexander Jnn- 
neus, succeeded to the throne, and 
with him the dynasty sunk to the 
very depths. 
Alexander’s chief in­ 
terests were war and pleasure, lie 
brought unbounded distress to his 
subjects, and s.» taxed tbelr pa­ 
tience that at last they rehelled 
and drove hid into exile. 
But In 
a lit:le while they repented and 
calltMi til to back, whereupon he, in­ 
stead of showing gratitude, cruci­ 
fied 8'tfi Pharisees, after slaying 
their wives and 
children before 
their very eyes. 
Yet, despite 
his 
preoccupation 
with murder and revelry, the king 
found time to wage costly wars of 
conquest on 
the borders of his 
land, 
He extended the realm Into 
Upper Galilee, down Into the South 
Country, and over to the east Into 
tne 
ffmTtSFy 
of 
the 
ffnbateSn 
Arabs. These were relatively large 
gains, and they made the JniìeTffi 
realm once more a sizable bit of 
territory. 
Only tbree generations 
earlier, Judea had lieen little more 
than a city-state. 
But now it was 
almost a real country again. 
Alexander was succeeded by his 
wWow, Alexandra, ami It was the 
folly fit this woman that brought 
the dynasty of the Maccabees to 
an end. 
When »he was an old 
woman of seventy-three, one of her 
•o li, Àrlatobolos 0, started a civil 
war. 
Hyrcanua, the rightful heir 
to the throne, lost all save his life 
In the ffrst encounter with Aris- 
tobolust but instead of retiring and 
leaving the throne to the usurper, 
the defeated brother tried to*oon« 
tlnne the contest. 
In doing thin, Hyrcanns was fol­ 
lowing the advice of a certain Ida* 
mean prince named Antlpnter. 
An- 
tlpater came of that half • breed 
Rtock In tho South Gmntry which 
John Hyrcanus had forcibly con­ 
verted to Judaism two generations 
earlier. 
Tie was a man of great 
shrewdness and no scruples, and 
he thoroughly dominated Hyrcanus. 
Ho persuaded the weakling to call 
In the help of the Nnbateans, a 
desert race that had moved up to 
tlx* East Jordan country, and with 
50,000 of these Arabs at Ids com­ 
mand. Hyrcanus Joined buttle with 
the usurper, Arlstobulus, defeated 
him. and forced him to take refuge 
In Jerusalem. 
And now a new power enters Into 
the tragic history of the Jews. Thus 
far we have learnt of at least six 
great empires that'dom inated the 
little land of Pulestine and brought 
war to Its Inhabitants: Egyjft, Ara- 
ruea, 
Assyria, 
Babylonia, 
Persia, 
nn<J Greece. 
Now comes the sev­ 
enth and most terrible of all— 
Borne. 
By an extraordinary series 
of successes and accidents the tiny 
city of Home had growp until at 
this time It ruled over almost all 
of the Mediterranean lands. 
It had 
absorb«! Italy, then northern Af­ 
frica. then Greece, and now was at­ 
tempting 
the 
conquest 
of 
Asia 
Minor. 
In 65 B. G the Roman general 
Potnpey defeated the king» who had 
inherited a large portion of the for­ 
mer Empire of Syria. 
It was nat­ 
ural (Iren for him to turn to the 
bridge which connect* Asia with 
Africa. 
Nor was It difficult for Pompe? 
to eiithsfy his destre. 
The Jews, 
ditided 
now 
Into 
three 
parties, 
played directly Into the Roman’s 
hands. 
Aristobulu* wa* Intrenched 
in Jerusalem, beleaguered there by 
Hyrcanus 
and 
his 
Arab 
army. 
Meanwhile the Pharisees In the 
•land, sick of the unending evils 
which the kings had brought them, 
were beggtDg for a chance to get 
rid of royalty entirely. 
All three 
of these parties, Arlstobulus, Hyr­ 
canus, and the Pharisee», sent dep­ 
utations to Damascus, where .Pom- 
pey was encamped, asking him to 
Intervene.
